Wilson Asks Glass 
to Make Loan to die 
Desperate in Europe 


O f the Associated Press 
WASHINGTON, Jan. 
28.—Pres­ 
ident Wilson today asked Secretary 
Glass to make another appeal to 
congress for authority to loan $150,- 
000,000 to Poland, Austria and Ar­ 
menia to relieve their desperate food 
situation.

Army Officer ip 
Ada on Tour of 
Local Inspection 


I Lieut. Colonel U. S. Worrilow. U. 
IS. army officer in charge of army re­ 
cruiting activities for the state of 
Oklahoma, was in town early this 
week for the purpose of making an 
inspection of the local recruiting 
office. Colonel Worrilow states that 
never in all his thirty-one years 
of service has the army offered 
such attractions to young men as at 
present. Young men who enlist will, 
if they so desire, be given educa­ 
tional 
advantages 
equivalent 
to 
I those of high schools, or they may 
elect to learn a trade or vocation, 
almost any trade being taught in 
the army. Upon enlisting a man 
specifies what 
educational lines he 
wishes, or what trade he desires to 
learn. This fact is noted on his 
papers and the instruction desired is 
absolutely guaranteed. Schools for 
this purpose, with thoroughly com­ 
petent instructors, are established 
wherever there are troops. Congress 
has appropriated $2,000,000 to fur­ 
ther this educational and trade in­ 
struction. 
Colonel Worrilow also states that 
in order that 
each part of the 
United States may be brought into 
closer and more intimate touch with 
some part of the army, each state 
will have certain regiments allocated 
to it for recruiting. The state of 
Oklahoma has been designated as 
the territory from which the 28rd 
Infantry, 17th Field Artillery, 2nd 
Engineers and 14th Cavalry are to 
recruit their regiments, and Okla­ 
homa men Enlisting for any of these 
egimenta are sure of being associ­ 
ated with men of their own state, 
county and neighborhood. This, how­ 
ever in no way interferes with a 
man enlisting for and being assured 
assignment to soy other regiment 
or branch of the service in which 
enlistments hrs open. Information 
about those matters may be ob­ 
tained from the sergeant in charge 
of the local recruiting station. 
Colonel Worrilow also states that

We have often heard the assertion that the man who 
pays the least taxes talks most about the rate of taxation 
and that the man who pays no taxes at all is the bitterest op­ 
ponents of bond issues that would increase the tax rate* 
Concerning this state of mind the vote cast in last Saturday’s 
election in Pontotoc county is interesting. Of the taxpayers 
who voted in the election, 63 per cent favored the bonds, 
while of the non-taxpayers who voted, only 54 per cent voted 
for the bonds. If all the 898 voters had been taxpayers, the 
majority for the bonds would have been 225 
of 218. 
If all the voters had been non-taxpayers, the majority for the 
bonds would have'been only 185. These figures indicate that 
aa a general rule people who pay the least taxes are most 
strongly opposed to public improvements.

Much Trouble Is 
Caused By Moonshine 
In West Virginia 


By the Associated Press 
CHARLESTOWN, W. Va.. Jan. 
28.— The m anufacture and sale of 
moonshine whiskey in the mountains 
of Southern W est Virginia is claim- 
ing the dose attention of W. S. 
Hallanan, prohibition commissioner 
who with a large force of deputies 
continues to raid and arrest almost 
weekly. 
There have been times in the last 
few weeks when the officers have 
met determined resistance, and al­ 
ready two men, Preston Mullens, an 
alleged moonshiner, and John D. 
Kennedy, a deputy sheriff, have lost 
their lives in the campaign. 
This fight, the most serious in re­ 
cent years, occured in the Panther 
Creek section of McDowell county, 
on the Virginia border. 
Panther 
Creek, the prohibition authorities 
say, is one of the most active moon­ 
shining districts in the state. There, 
according to Mr. Hallanan, have 
been gathered some of the most ! 
famous manufacturers of moonshine1 
from Buchanan county, 
V irginia.1 
They know all that is to be known 
about the industry, and some of 
them are famed for the qualities of 
their "corn liquor.** Usually their 
stills are extremely difficult to lo­ 
cate, but gradually the prohibition 
officers are hunting them out and 
destroying them. 
There is another kind of moon­ 
shiner in that section who is giving 
the officers much trouble. He makes 
his moonshine as quickly as possible, 
markets it with the least delay, and 
then moves his still to some other 
place. 
The country is mountainous and 
rought with many fertile valleys. 
These valleys, the commissioner has 
discovered, were this year used to 
a large extent for the growing of 
sugar cane, the high price of sugar 
having driven some of the old time 
moonshiners to producing what they 
needed for domestic and moonshine 
purposes.
